HISTORICAL  NOTE 

BRS&H  in  1900  was  known  as  the  "Montana  Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum".   At  that  time  the 
policy  was  to  make  the  pupils  of  this  school  intelligent,  self-supporting  citizens  of  the 
state.   Then  the  Institution  had  only  one  building,  now  viewed  as  the  Administration 
Building,  in  which  all  40  pupils  were  housed  and  educated.   Of  this  population  28  were  deaf, 
12  were  blind,  and  20  were  male  and  20  female.   Only  10  applications  for  admission  were  on 
file  that  year. 

Among  the  28  deaf  piinils ,  cause  of  deafness  ranged  from  measles,  meningitis,  diptheria, 
scarlet  fever,  mumps,  fever  from  fall  from  high  buildings,  enlarged  tonsils,  and  asthma. 

Admission  policy  in  1900  was  to  admit  all  deaf  and  blind  of  the  state  between  6  and 
21  years  of  age  who  were  not  "idiotic,  feebleminded,  afflicted  with  an  offensive  or 
contagious  disease,  or  an  invalid  so  confirmed  to  prevent  study".
